INVESTIGATION 

ALERT clamps down 
on west-end motel

The Alberta Law Enforcement Re¬ 
sponse Team (ALERT) is imposing 
strict conditions on a west-end 
motel after discovering it was 
being used for drug trafficking 
and prostitution. 

ALERT’S safe communities 
team first began investigating 
the Royal Western Motel on 
111 Avenue in 2013. The motel 
has also drawn the attention 
of the Edmonton Police Project 
Watch unit, which has investi¬ 
gated housing and motels across 
the city. 

ALERT director Bob Andrews 
said they’re aware Project Watch 
looked at the motel, but ALERT 
did its own investigation. 

“There were allegations that 
there was drug use and drug traf¬ 
ficking on the property, that was 
in the allegations we received 
from citizens and our investi¬ 
gation did substantiate that,” 
he said. 

A court order issued earlier 
this month requires the owners 


to do everything “reasonably 
possible “to prevent illegal drug 
activity or prostitution on the 
property- Guests will be required 
to provide photo identification 
and the motel will have to keep a 
registry. It will also be prohibited 
from renting rooms by the hour. 

Andrews said they hope the 
motel will clean up operations 
and that following these rules 
will mean it won’t be a magnet 
for crime. 

“When (guests) don’t have to 
provide those kinds of require¬ 
ments then it does allow for this 
type of activity to occur.” 

He said if the conditions 
aren’t followed ALERT can go 
back to court for more orders, 
including possible closure of 
the building. 

The motel has an outstanding 
order from AHS for a basement 
room that had improper win¬ 
dows, inadequate ventilation in 
the bathroom and no handrails 
on a staircase. 

Occupational Health and 
Safety investigators have also 
issued orders on the property 
over concerns about black 
mould and asbestos exposure.

Fare increase proposed

City bus riders 
may face price 
hikes to offset 
operating costs

Riding a bus in Edmonton may 
cost more next year, and the 
year after, and the year after 
that — depending if council 
approves a proposed fare in¬ 
crease this November. 

The city’s administration has 
proposed incremental price in¬ 
creases for Edmonton transit 
over the next three years. If ap¬ 
proved, a monthly pass could 


increase from $89 this year to 
$91.50 in 2016, $94.25 in 2017 
and $97 in 2018. 

For those paying cash, the 
fare could increase from $3.20 
for an adult today to $3.25 in 
2016 and $3.50 in 2017. 

The proposed increases are 
the first since 2013. 

According to a city spokes¬ 
person, increasing fares will 
help offset increased operating 
costs and lessen the tax levy 
increase for transit service. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
there’s a delicate balance to 
strike with fare increases. 

“Sometimes you can do a dis¬ 
service by charging more,” he 
said. “Our desire is to increase 
ridership; that has to be our 
No. 1 priority.” 

A higher ticket price adds up 
for frequent users who don’t 


buy monthly passes, but Hen¬ 
derson said there can be value 
in small increases “if (it) means 
we can increase quality of ser¬ 
vice.” 

Henderson said extra rev¬ 
enue in the operating budget 
can help solve issues like over¬ 
crowding and to build new 
routes to underserved areas. 

The proposed increases 
across all ticket classes will 
result in between $1.5 mil¬ 
lion and $2.9 million in rev¬ 
enue annually over the next 
three years. 

“If we can do that with the 
fare piece that may be the most 
important thing in order to get 
ridership up.” 

Council will have a chance 
to consider these fares in Nov¬ 
ember after they go through 
the transportation committee.

Wildlife centre 
needs cash injection

With just $18,000 left in its bank 
accounts, the Wildlife Rehabili¬ 
tation Society of Edmonton is 
asking city council for some 
emergency help so it can keep 
providing emergency help to 
injured animals. 

The society will ask city coun¬ 
cillors next week to provide 
$60,000 in bridge funding to 
get the shelter through to the 
end of the year, by which time 
they hope to have more stable 
funding. 

Tamie Perryment, the shel¬ 
ter’s executive director, says the 
society is having trouble keep¬ 
ing up with the injured animals 
coming in. 

“Our numbers have increased 
20 per cent each year for the past 
three years,” she said. “We have 
minimum staffing to just handle 
what we have.” 

Penyment said over the next 


few months the society hopes 
to find a solution to their finan¬ 
cial struggles, but the daily de¬ 
mands of their work has been 
all-consuming. 

“We have been busy dealing 
with wildlife, physical structures 
and oil spills to the point where, 
I think, some of the foundational 
pieces we needed to do in admin¬ 
istration, of long-term sustainable 
funding, have not been taken 
care of,” she said. 

The centre receives 5,000 calls 
per year and treats 1,800 ani¬ 
mals annually. It’s the only group 
dedicated to injured wildlife in 
Northern Alberta. 

The society runs an animal 
hospital in Edmonton and a re¬ 
habilitation centre outside the 
city, at a cost of about $490,000 
a year. 

Penyment said the society also 
does educational programs and 
she believes if they weren’t oper¬ 
ating it would put a big strain on 
city resources. 

“It will be a lot more costly 
for the city to have to deal with.” 


FATAL COLLISION 

Sentencing 
for man who 
drove car into 
restaurant

The wife of a man who drove 
onto a restaurant patio and 
killed a toddler two years ago 
said that day will haunt them 
for the rest of their lives. 

Testifying at her husband’s 
sentencing hearing Thursday 
afternoon, Gayslca Suter said her 
husband “accidentally” hit the 


gas pedal instead of the brake. 

“I can only tell you how 
deeply remorseful I am for the 
loss of your son,” Suter said, as 
the family of two-year-old Geo 
Mounsef stood and left the court¬ 
room Thursday. “Being involved 
in an accident that caused the 
death of a child is my worst 
nightmare come true.” 

According to an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts, Richard Suter drove 
his SUV through a glass window 
and onto the patio of Ric’s Grill in 
Terwillegar, at around 6:30 p.m. 
on May 19, 2013. Geo Mounsef 
was having dinner with his par¬ 
ents and brother and was killed 
in the collision. 

Suter pleaded guilty in July 
to failing to provide a breath 
sample.

Gayslca Suter denied having 
removed any bottles of alcohol 
from her husband’s vehicle after 
the incident. 

“That’s just silly,” she said, her 
voice rising. “No way.” 

Suter said she had concerns 
about her husband’s lifestyle 
leading up to the incident, in¬ 
cluding some increased drinking 
her husband had been doing in 


early May 2013. 

But she said alcohol was not 
a problem in his life, and that 
he had stopped drinking for 
ten days leading up to the day 
Mounsef was killed. 

Suter said her life since the 
accident has been filled with 
fear of people wanting to hurt 
her family. She described be¬ 
ing assaulted in a parking lot 
in Aug. 2014, and the night her 
husband was kidnapped and as¬ 
saulted in Januaiy. 

Mounsef’s death impacted 
her deeply, and still does, she 
said. 

“I cried for a year and a half,” 
she said. “I just tried to keep 
our life as normal as possible.” 

Suter’s sentencing is expected 
to end Friday.

Larivee 
gets city 
portfolio 

With Premier Rachel Notley’s 
cabinet shuffle Thursday, Al¬ 
berta’s municipalities are get¬ 
ting their sixth municipal affairs 
minister in the last two years. 

Notley appointed Lesser Slave 
Lake MLA Danielle Larivee to 
the role Thursday and moved 
the former minister, Deron Bil- 
ous, to a newly created ministiy 
focused on economic divers¬ 
ification. 

“I am looking forward to 
working with communities in 
all corners of Alberta to build 
a more collaborative, prosper¬ 
ous and sustainable province,” 
Larivee said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
government is tiying to make 
the transition as smooth as 
possible and looks forward to 
working with Larivee. 

“We are getting really good 
at onboarding new ministers 
because I have had to do it half 
a dozen times, it feels like, in 
two years,” he said. 

He said Larivee has a good 
grounding in some of the 
issues that cities face through 
her work on the mental health 
commission. 

Iveson said despite the shuf¬ 
fle, he’s heartened the provin¬ 
cial government isn’t changing 
timelines for discussion on 
either the big city charter or 
the municipal government act. 

“I think if the timeline was 
slipping then Mayor (Naheed) 
Nenshi and I would be con¬ 
cerned.” 

The government will return 
to the house next week and 
introduce a budget, but Larivee 
said she isn’t concerned with 
the short amount of time she 
has to prepare for that. 

“There is a veiy capable staff 
and a support team within the 
ministry to brief me on the 
issues,” she said. “I look for¬ 
ward to working with them.”

Notley shakes up cabinet

Premier Rachel Notley tweaked 
her cabinet Thursday by add¬ 
ing a new minister tasked with 
diversifying the province’s ail¬ 
ing economy. 

Notley shuffled Deron 


Bilous from his post at Munici¬ 
pal Affairs and Service Alberta 
to head the newly-created min¬ 
istiy of Economic Development 
and Trade. 

The new ministry Bilous 
heads is tasked with broad¬ 
ening the province’s economy, 
as energy prices continue to 
slump and hurt government 
revenues. 

The province has not had a 
minister dedicated to economic 
diversification since 2006. 

Replacing Bilous at Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs and Service Al¬ 
berta will be Minister Danielle 
Larivee, MLA for Lesser Slave 
Lake. 

“Today’s changes in cabinet 


are aimed directly at job cre¬ 
ators, business innovators and 
all those people working to 
turn their bright ideas into 
new products, new services and 
most importantly new jobs,” 
Notley said. 

“The shock of low prices 
shows how vulnerable we are 
to attitudes of entitlement,” 
she said. “Those attitudes of 
entitlement end today.” 

Neither Notley or Bilous ex¬ 
plained what specific programs 
or initiatives the new ministry 
will create, saying only that 
details would be revealed in 
next Tuesday’s budget. 

Bilous said he wants to work 
with any Alberta business that 
needs help to create jobs. 

“Government should be a 
supportive partner to those 
job creators, the new min¬ 
istry of economic development 
and trade should provide 


that partner,” he said. 

Lori Sigurdson remains min¬ 
ister of advanced education, 
skills, training and labour, but 
Alberta Innovates — which was 
part of her ministry — now 
goes to Bilous. 

Bilous’ ministry will also 
draw on staff from the inter¬ 
national relations department. 

The opposition Wildrose 
questioned the new ministry 
and said economic progress 
in Alberta will not be created 
with government intervention. 

“Wildrose knows that the 
people who diversify economy 
are our local business owners,” 
Opposition leader Brian Jean 
said, in a statement. 

“Instead the NDP have raised 
taxes on businesses and individ¬ 
uals and have begun a problem¬ 
atic 50 per cent increase to the 
minimum wage on the backs of 
small business owners.”

Entrepreneurs have been flex¬ 
ing their muscles during Ed¬ 
monton’s Startup Week, which 
ends Friday. 

Werner Biegler, president 
and CEO of Varafy — a new 
tool for post-secondaiy science, 
engineering and math teachers 
— is part of the city’s startup 
community and is now launch¬ 
ing his company. 

“Varafy gives teachers the 
power to create homework and 
practice problems and a de¬ 
tailed answer key in minutes,” 
says Biegler. “The mission is to 
help students advance their 
learning outcomes.” 

Teachers can select from a 
list of existing problem types, 
and the software will generate 
new problems with randomly 


selected variables. 

“We like working with Star¬ 
tup Edmonton,” says Biegler.

That’s important for my 
people, because I want them to 
be in this young environment.”

As Halloween approaches, sea¬ 
sonal stores are selling cos¬ 
tumes — including one in par¬ 
ticular that’s offensive to many 
in the indigenous community. 

The costume in question, 
the ‘Pocahottie,’ is being sold 
(indeed, staff said it’s currently 
sold out) at Halloween Alley in 
Edmonton, even after the store 
removed it last year. 

Last October, after unfavour¬ 
able press coverage, Halloween 
Alley released a statement say¬ 
ing it acknowledged the cos¬ 
tume was inappropriate and it 
was removing it from its stores. 


“The Pocahottie costume has 
been identified as potentially 
offensive to aboriginal women 
and the aboriginal culture as 
a whole,” the store wrote in 
October 2014. 

“We also now recognize 
how insensitive the costume 
in question may come across 
as to the aboriginal commun¬ 
ity, and we have since removed 
the costume from our stores.” 

Metro called Halloween Alley 
several times but no one from 
the company returned those 
calls by press time. 

Halloween Alley is not the 
only seasonal store in Edmon¬ 
ton selling similar costumes. 

Metro reporters visited Party 
City and found costumes that 
may be offensive to indigen¬ 
ous people. The manager at 
the store declined comment. 

The situation is familiar to 
one Edmonton woman, who 
said she faces it eveiy year in 
October. 

“This comes up pretty much 
every Halloween,” said Danielle

Paradis, an indigenous woman 
in Edmonton. 

Paradis, who also saw and 
photographed an advertise¬ 
ment for the Pocahottie at Hal¬ 
loween Alley, said the store’s 
apology last year has been nul¬ 
lified by it selling the costume 
again. 

“For them to respond that 
way and then to continue a 
year later, you have to ask how 
much they care about this.” 

Paradis said she’s tired of her 
culture being sold as “savage.” 

“Aboriginal people are being 
portrayed as mythical, histor¬ 
ical creatures,” she said, even 
though they’re everyday mem¬ 
bers of society.

Demolition will

The city’s newest bridge span¬ 
ning the North Saskatchewan 
is delayed by about 
a year, but by fall 
2016 people will 
probably get over 
it. 

Significant 
progress has been 
made since delays 
to the Walterdale 
Bridge replacement 
were announced 
last spring, with 
the eye-catching 
steel arches that 
dominate the de¬ 
sign starting to 
come together. 

City officials 
announced Thurs¬ 
day they’re moving 
forward with “the 
big float” to move 
those arches over 
the river in mid- 
November. 

“We are reaching an ex-

citing time in the project,” 
said Allan Bartman, a general 
supervisor on the project. 
“Over the next month or so 
we will be getting the arch 
ready to float and floating it 
across the river.” 

“What we have to do is 
skid the central portion of 
the arch, basically to the riv¬ 
er’s edge, load it onto the 
barges, then once it is on the 
barges, we winch the barges 
and float the central portion 
of the arch into place.” 

With the central 
portion in place 54 
metres above the 
water, crews will 
have to complete 
a couple of heavy 
lifts to complete 
the build. 

First they will at¬ 
tach the central por¬ 
tion of the arch to 
the sections that are 
on the berms right 
now, and a second 
lift will complete the 
connection with the 
largest section of the 
arches. 

The demolition 
of the old Wal¬ 
terdale Bridge 
won’t occur until 
“the new bridge 
is taking traffic,” 
Bartman said, and will take 
a number of months.

TrudcauMctrc 
to track election 
promises 



After one of the longest fed¬ 
eral election campaigns in 
Canadian history, it could be 
hard to keep track of all the 
promises made by incoming 
prime minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau. 

But, one Calgary-based web 
developer has come up with 
a solution so all Canadians 
can keep track of Trudeau’s 
promises, how they’re pro¬ 
gressing, if they’re kept and 
if they’re broken. 

Dom Bernard, 30, launched 
his site, TrudeauMetre, Thurs¬ 
day, and to date has already 
listed 171 promises made by 
the prime minister-designate 
during the lengthy campaign. 


“The point here is really to 
let people express what they 
feel about the promises that 
have been made and to help 
educate people,” he said. 

Bernard said he believes 
it’s our job as citizens to hold 
politicians accountable. 

He has enlisted the help 
of site moderators known 
as ‘Promise Keepers,’ who 
will help track a promise’s 
progress, through news arti¬ 
cles and government docu¬ 
ments that will be posted on 
the web page. 

“I want people to be in 
charge of a specific promise 
they’re passionate about,” he 
said. “Because there are so 
many promises, I want people 
to dedicate their time to track¬ 
ing one thing.” 

Bruce Foster, an associate 
professor of political science 
at Mount Royal University, 
said he thinks the idea is fas¬ 
cinating, and at a glance, isn’t 
a bad idea. 

“I would be interested to 
see what becomes of it as it 
gathers its shape and becomes

more established,” he said. 

Foster said the site runs 
the risk of becoming a dump¬ 
ing ground for political nay¬ 
sayers. 

“It could become a b—- site 
about the government, one 
of those ‘tin-foil hat sites’ 
like WorldNetDaily where 
you may tend to get a lot of 
useless hysterical conspiracy 
theory crap and not anything 
substantive,” he said.

Gender parity 


"My Liberal cabinet will have an 
equal number of men and women." 
What: Trudeau promised gender parity 
in his cabinet. 

How: Naming a cabinet is a delicate 
and difficult task with many factors to 
consider, including geographical rep¬ 
resentation, political experience and 
ethnic and linguistic diversity. 

When: Trudeau will name his cabinet 
on Nov. 4.

Tax cuts and hikes 


"A Liberal government will intro¬ 
duce, as its very first bill in Parliament, 
a tax cut for the middle class." 

What: The Liberals have said their first 
act upon recalling Parliament will be 
to pass legislation enacting the middle 
class tax cut that formed the backbone 
of their platform. 

How: The Liberals will cut the middle- 
income tax bracket to 20.5 per cent from 
22 per cent and add a new tax bracket 
of 33 per cent for people earning more 
than $200,000 per year. 

When: As soon as Parliament resumes. 



Climate change 

"We will go to Paris united as a 
country in our desire to reduce our emis¬ 
sions in a significant and serious way." 
What: The United Nations climate change 
conference in Paris starts Nov. 30. 

How: Trudeau said he would bring the 
premiers with him, and work with them 
to establish a national framework to fight 
climate change, including new national 
emissions reduction targets. 

When: Within 90 days. 


Indigenous women 

"We will work with communities 
and with engaged stakeholders to en¬ 
sure that we get moving on this quickly." 
What: Trudeau has committed to a na¬ 
tional inquiry into the more than 1,200 
cases of missing and murdered indigen¬ 
ous women. 

How: He didn't specify this week exactly 
when it would start. But he said he'll sit 
down soon with Perry Bellegarde, the As¬ 
sembly of First Nations national chief, to 
discuss the matter. 

When: Unknown. 





O Syrian refugees 

"Canada must immediately accept 
25,000 Syrian refugees, stop dragging 
its heels and understand that we must 
once again be the country that we like 
to think of ourselves as." 

What: The Liberals pledged to expand 
Canada's intake of refugees from Syria 
by 25,000 "through immediate govern¬ 
ment sponsorship." 

How: The plan includes $100 million 
this fiscal year to speed up refugee 
processing, and another $100 million to 
the United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees to support relief efforts. 
When: By the end of the year. 

Q THERE'S MORE 

Some other vows to keep an eye on 
• Senate reform: With 22 vacancies 
and a Conservative majority in the 
Senate, Trudeau may have to move 
quickly so legislation passes in the 
Upper Chamber. He has promised a 
non-partisan, merit-based process to 
advise him on Senate appointments. 

• Combat mission in Iraq: Trudeau 
committed during the campaign to 
ending Canada's bombing mission 
against ISIL and refocus on training 
local forces. 

• Legalizing marijuana: It was one 

Trudeau's first policy planks after 
being elected leader of the Liberal 
party in 2013. The Liberals have said 
they will create a task force to design 
a new system of "strict marijuana 
sales and distribution." They will also 
remove marijuana consumption and 
incidental possession from the Crim¬ 
inal Code.

Cpl. Nathan Cirillo, 24, was 
shot fatally from behind by 
a lone gunman, who then 
raced into the House of Com¬ 
mons before he, too, was 
gunned down. Cirillo, a mem¬ 
ber of the Argyll and Suther¬ 
land Highlanders regiment, 
left a young son, Marcus Ciril- 


niversary of the Ottawa shooting. 

The six-year-old boy sat with 
his family just a few feet away 
from where his father was fatally 
gunned down from behind by a 
shooter on Oct. 22, 2014, who 
then stormed into Parliament 
Hill’s Centre Block. 

The event also honoured the 
life of warrant officer Patrice Vin¬ 
cent, who was purposefully run 
over by a vehicle two days earlier 
in Saint-Jean-sur-Richelieu, Que. 

It was a sombre ceremony, 
marked by several moments of 
silent reflection that was only 
pierced by the sounds of march- 


lo, as well as his mother, step¬ 
father and siblings who were 
in attendance. The young 
corporal and his partner, Cpl. 
Branden Stevenson, were on 
ceremonial sentry duty at the 
war memorial when Michael 
Zehaf-Bibeau, 32, shot him in 
the back, the Canadian press 


ing orders of the Argyll and Suth¬ 
erland Highlanders, a 21-gun 
salute, and a CF-18 flyby. 

Thousands of people lined the 
streets surrounding the National 
War Memorial hoping to get a 
glimpse of the ceremony and 
to hear Gov. Gen. David John¬ 
ston speak. 

“Last year many people said 
Canada would never be the same. 
But I don’t think Canada changed 
forever. Canadians are a caring 
and courageous people. This is 
who we are and that will not 
change,” said Johnston. 

Yvan and Angela Barbe, vet¬ 
erans with the Canadian Armed 
Forces, were among the dozens 
of people who laid a bouquet of 
flowers at the memorial. Their 
son, Canadian Air Force aviator 
Remi Barbe, was the one who 
handed Trudeau and Harper the 
wreath Thursday. It was “amaz¬ 
ing” to see such a large crowd to 
pay their respects, but he said he 
now has mixed emotions when 
he walks by the War Memorial. 

“It’s sadness, but it’s also 
pride,” he said.

Duceppe quits after 
election effort 


Gilles Duceppe, the Bloc Quebe- 
cois’ first-ever MP and the man 
who dominated the party for 
nearly 15 years, stepped down 
as leader Thursday after a less- 
than-stellar performance in this 
week’s election. 

Duceppe’s departure comes 
four months into his second 
spell as head of the sovereign¬ 
tist party following a 14-year 
stint between 1997 and 2011. 

“I am turning the page, the 
last page, of a passionate polit¬ 
ical adventure,” he said at party 
headquarters. 

The Bloc won 10 out of Que¬ 
bec’s 78 ridings on Monday, leav¬ 
ing it two short of the 12 seats 
required for official party status. 

Compounding its woes was 
another double whammy: 
Duceppe losing his Montreal 
riding for the second election in 
a row and the party garnering 
just 19.3 per cent of the popular 


vote in Quebec. 

After stating earlier this week 
that the numbers weren’t good 
enough, Duceppe said Thursday 
the 10 MPs will provide the 
party with stability until the 
next election.

Fewer teens texting 
while driving: Study 


A new study suggests teenagers 
are texting less while driving, in 
large part because they think it’s 
dangerous and irresponsible. 

The study’s lead author, Sean 
Tucker, an associate professor at 
the University of Regina, says 
the number of teens who said 
they sometimes or almost al¬ 
ways texted while driving fell 
to six per cent in 2014 from 27 
per cent in 2012. 

The findings are based on sur¬ 
veys of 6,133 teens in 2012 and 
4,450 teens in 2014, mostly in 
Ontario. 

Tucker and co-author Simon 
Pelc from Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity also asked the teens why 
they stopped texting and driving. 

“The top reason for a signifi¬ 
cant decrease in texting while 
driving was the perceived danger 


and irresponsibility of the activ¬ 
ity and 27 per cent of the people 
said that,” said Tucker. 

The teens also cited laws and 
fines against texting while driv¬ 
ing and seeing close calls or ac¬ 
cidents by other drivers. 

Texting while driving usually 
falls under the law for distracted 
driving. 

Ontario implemented stiffer 
fines for distracted driving in 
September. The new penalties 
include an increased set fine of 
$490 and three demerit points 
upon conviction. As well, drivers 
without a full licence will receive 
a 30-day suspension for the first 
conviction for distracted driving. 

In Saskatchewan, legislation 
banning the use of hand-held 
cellphones while driving became 
law in 2010. the Canadian press

Diane Finley to run 
for interim leadership 


CONSERVATIVE PARTY 

She said she 
has the right 
resume for 
the role 

Longtime MP and former cab¬ 
inet minister Diane Finley 
says she has the experience 
to guide the Conservative 
caucus into its new role as 
the official Opposition, and 
intends to run for the interim 
leadership of the party. 

The reduced caucus of 99 
MPs is responsible for ap¬ 


pointing the interim position, 
but the date for their next 
meeting has yet to be set. 
The party’s constitution says 
that an interim leader cannot 
seek the permanent position. 

In an interview, the 
58-year-old Finley, a former 
businesswoman, said she has 
the right resume for the in¬ 
terim leader’s role, starting 
with the fact that she sat with 
the party in opposition after 
her first win in 2004. 

She said the role will re¬ 
quire a good manager, as 
the caucus transitions into 
a different kind of operat¬ 
ing culture. 


“When you’re in govern¬ 
ment, you have the officials 
and bureaucrats to do a lot 
of research for you, to pre¬ 
pare speeches and notes. You 
have a much bigger political 
staff to be able to support the 
members,” said Finley, whose 
last cabinet post was as pub¬ 
lic works minister. 

“When you’re in oppos¬ 
ition, you don’t have that, 
you have to do a lot of the 
work yourself... so you have 
to become much more self- 
sufficient, and a lot of our 
returning members have 
never sat in opposition, so 
that’s something for which 


they’re going to need some 
support in developing those 
skills and talents.” 

Finley said she does not 
know yet when the caucus 
will convene and vote for in¬ 
terim leader. Prime minister- 
designate Justin Trudeau is 
naming his cabinet on Nov. 
4, and the Conservatives will 
need to shape their own shad¬ 
ow cabinet. 

The position of leader of 
the official Opposition comes 
with a number of perks, in¬ 
cluding a car and driver, use 
of the official residence at 
Stornoway, and a salary bump 
of $80,100.

Document 
written in 2013 
during run 
for leadership 

A note that referenced the past 
while predicting the future has 
been sold for more than $12,000. 

The document is a 2013 note 
in which then-Liberal leader¬ 
ship contender Justin Trudeau 
predicted he would succeed Ste¬ 
phen Harper as Canada’s prime 
minister. 

Michael Kydd was on a Por¬ 
ter Airlines flight on March 20 
that year and passed a note to 
Trudeau, whom he had never 
met, asking “Can you really beat 
Harper?” 

Trudeau responded with a 
quote from his late father, for¬ 
mer prime minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau: “Just watch me.” 

The younger Trudeau, who 
was running for the Liberal 
leadership at the time, is now 
the prime minister-designate 
after helping his party win a 
majority government in Mon¬ 
day’s election. 

The note, which was posted 


on eBay, sold this afternoon for 
a total of $12,301. 

Kydd, who formerly worked 
in communications for the Nova 
Scotia Progressive Conservatives, 
said the reference was instantly 
recognizable to him as someone 
with a “true love” of Canadian 
histoiy. 


“I immediately understood 
the significance,” said Kydd. “I 
actually laughed out loud when 
I read it because I thought it was 
the absolute perfect response.” 

Kydd said he tweeted the 
message at the time and heard 
about it from Trudeau during a 
chance encounter near the Cha¬ 


teau Laurier Hotel two months 
later when he was on business 
in Ottawa. 

Kydd said Trudeau seemed 
to recognize him and asked if 
he knew him from somewhere. 

Kydd replied, “How does 
‘Just watch me’ on an airplane 
sound?”

“He poked me in the chest and 
he was laughing and he said, you 
have no idea how much trouble 
you got me into with the Liberal 
Party of Canada over that.” 

Kydd said he told Trudeau that 
he, too, had heard about it from 
Conservatives. 

Trudeau’s father replied “Well, 
just watch me!” on Oct. 13,1970, 
when asked by a reporter how 
far he would go in limiting civil 
liberties to combat separatist ter¬ 
rorists during the October Crisis. 

Three days later, Pierre El¬ 
liott Trudeau invoked the War 
Measures Act, giving police more 
power in response to the kidnap¬ 
ping of British diplomat James 
Cross and Quebec provincial 
cabinet minister Pierre Laporte 
by the FLQ.

New deal for eight 
Arctic countries 


FORUM 

Key focus on 
international 
coast guard 
co-operation 

All eight Arctic nations — 
including Canada and Rus¬ 
sia — are to sign a historic 
deal next week for their coast 
guards to work together in the 
treacherous and increasingly 
accessible waters of the North. 

Creating the Arctic Coast 
Guard Forum is considered a 
significant step forward for 
international co-operation in 
the region and will flesh out 
previous search and rescue 
agreements. 

“(The forum) will be an 
operationally focused organ¬ 
ization that strengthens mari¬ 
time co-operation and co-or¬ 
dination in the Arctic,” said 
an emailed statement from 
the United States Coast Guard. 

“The impetus for creating 
(it) grew out of the concerns of 


Arctic Council member coun¬ 
tries over the increasing need 
to ensure safety, security, and 
stewardship of Arctic waters.” 

The forum will also discuss 
emergency response, icebreak¬ 
ing and collaboration, said a 
statement from the Canadian 
government. 

“The heads of the eight 
coast guard agencies, includ¬ 
ing Canada, have agreed that 
collaboration on such oper¬ 
ational matters is to every¬ 
one’s benefit,” said Carole 
Swaindon of the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans, which 
runs the Canadian Coast 
Guard. 

The forum was to have been 
created in Canada in March 
2014. 

An agreement in principle 
had been reached and the 
final deal was supposed to 
have been signed. But negotia¬ 
tions were delayed when the 
Harper government refused 
to allow Russian officials to 
take part. 

“The (Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice) insisted the Russians 


not be invited because of the 
Ukraine,” said John Higgin¬ 
botham, who attended that 
meeting as a fellow of Carle- 
ton University’s Centre for 
International Governance In¬ 
novation. 

Canada’s allies were not 
pleased at the refusal, Hig¬ 
ginbotham said. 

Russians were allowed into 
the U.S. to complete the talks 
after the Americans assumed 
the lead. 

The signatories include 
Canada, the U.S., Russia, 
Denmark, Finland, Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden. The 
meeting takes place next 
Wednesday through Friday.

70 prisoners freed from

Police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld said the shooting of 
the Israeli man in Jerusalem late

Police struggle

Refugees traded punches and 
scuffled with police at a Serbian 
border crossing and a man was 
stabbed in a similar clash on the 
Slovenian border Thursday, as 
pent-up pressures on their trek 
toward hoped-for safe haven in 
the European Union boiled over. 

Slovenian police said the 
stabbing took place near Rigon- 
ci earlier in the day, and that 
the victim was given medical 
treatment. 

The unrest at Berlcasovo vil¬ 
lage on the Serbian border sub¬ 
sided after several minutes. 
But the outbreak reflected 
the frustrations of the tens of 
thousands of people facing long 
waits and other hardships as 
they make their way north over 
the Balkans each day in search 
of better lives in prosperous EU 
countries. 

Further along that route, 
Austrian police moved to re¬ 
lieve pent-up pressure which 
they feared could lead to vio¬ 
lence, removing barriers at an 
overcrowded collection point 
at a border crossing with Slo¬ 
venia. A day earlier, thousands 
of refugees broke through po¬ 
lice obstacles at the same col¬ 
lection centre at the Spielfeld 
border point. 

Many of the refugees spilled 
out of the facility Thursday but 
then gathered nearby, following 
police instructions. But many 
others walked away from the 
border. 

The collection area just inside 
the Austrian border was again 
full by afternoon. Police and 
soldiers struggled to maintain 


order as the crowd surged eveiy 
time a group was separated for 
transport by bus to shelters and 
processing. 

Trampled, pushed or other¬ 
wise hurt, several people were 
seen receiving medical atten¬ 
tion, including one boy, about 8 
years old, whose leg was being 


bandaged and a younger boy 
being given oxygen. At least 
two adults were taken away 
on stretchers.

Russian military opens 
up on Syrian operation

Exhibition 
comes as 
leaders meet 
in Moscow 

Russian fighter jets streak into 
the sky from this base in west¬ 
ern Syria for yet another day of 
the heavy bombing runs that 
have allowed Moscow to portray 
itself as a major global player, 
projecting militaiy power far 
from its borders. 

While support crews attached 
a missile to an Su-30 jet for a 
mission Thursday, helicopter 
gunships buzzed around the 
base to make sure there was 
no threat of a ground attack. 

Russia has been conducting 
daily airstrilces in Syria since 
Sept. 30 to back a government 
offensive by its longtime ally. 
Moscow says it is targeting mil¬ 
itants, especially from the Islam¬ 
ic State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) and other extremists. The 


U.S. and others have criticized 
the strikes, which they say are 
aimed primarily at groups fight¬ 
ing Assad’s forces and likely 
only to fan the violence. 

The Russian Defence Ministry 
flew Moscow-based reporters 
to the air base early Thursday, 
giving a few international news 
organizations their first inside 
look at its operations here. 

The tour was organized 
Wednesday, the same day the 
Kremlin announced that Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar Assad had 
met in Moscow with President 
Vladimir Putin. Assad’s visit 
Tuesday was his first known 
trip abroad since the conflict 
broke out in 2011 and raised 
intense speculation about the 
their motives. 

A diplomatic push also was 
underway. Russia said Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov and U.S. 
Secretary of State John Keriy 
would meet Friday in Vienna 
and would be joined by their 
counterparts from Saudi Arabia 
and Turkey, both staunch crit¬ 
ics Of Assad.

Hillaiy Rodham Clinton firmly 
defended her actions on Ben¬ 
ghazi as she came face-to-face 
Thursday with the Republican-led 
special investigation of the 2012 
attacks on a U.S. diplomatic mis¬ 
sion in the Libyan city, hoping to 
put to rest the worst episode of 
her tenure as secretary of state 
and clear an obstacle to her presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

Democrats have assailed the 
investigation as a ploy to derail 
Clinton’s White House bid. The 
hearing comes at a moment of 
political strength for Clinton, the 
front-runner for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Clinton kicked off a long day 
of questioning with a plea that 
the United States maintain its 


global leadership role despite 
the threat posed to U.S. diplo¬ 
mats. She hailed the efforts of 
the four Americans who died 
in the Sept. 11, 2012, attacks, 
including the first ambassador 
in more than three decades, but 
told the House Benghazi Com¬ 
mittee that the deadly events 
have already been exhaustively 
scrutinized. 

“We need leadership at home 


to match our leadership abroad, 
leadership that puts national se¬ 
curity ahead of politics and ideol¬ 
ogy” Clinton said in her opening 
remarks, the closest she came to 
directly rebuking her Republican 
investigators. 

“These questions finger be¬ 
cause previous investigations 
were not thorough,” Rep. Trey

Airbnb offers 
host insurance

Canada one 
of 15 new 
countries to 
get protection 

Airbnb is adding a new level of 
insurance coverage in Canada 
as part of wider support for 
people who list their proper¬ 
ties through its service. 

The online accommodation 
provider announced Thursday 
that its Host Protection Insur¬ 
ance program, which launched 
earlier this year in the United 
States, would be rolled out in 
15 more countries. 

The expanded coverage will 
provide compensation if a guest 
is injured at a property listed 
on Airbnb and brings a claim 
against the host. 

The insurance could also cov¬ 
er damages a guest causes to 
the surrounding area of a prop¬ 
erty — such as accidental water 


damage if a pipe burst affects a 
neighbouring apartment. 

Coverage, which comes at 
no additional cost to the host, 
tops out at $1 million, the com¬ 
pany said. 

The Host Protection Insur¬ 
ance program, which will be 
provided through a partnership 
with a Lloyd’s of London par¬ 
ticipating insurer, comes after 
Airbnb spent four years on an 
agreement that satisfied the 
insurers, said Airbnb product 
lead Jonathan Golden. 

“The insurance industiy is 
not fast paced, so it has taken 
time to educate them on these 
platforms,” he said. 

“It has been a challenge to 
handle products like these 
(which are) unique and indi¬ 


vidual solutions.” 

Airbnb has been growing 
in popularity as the so-called 
“sharing economy” becomes 
more commonplace with the 
help of taxi-hailing service Uber 
and various other apps. 

Golden said Airbnb execu¬ 
tives wanted to line up a signifi¬ 
cant number of countries be¬ 
fore it launched the expanded 
insurance coverage. 

Since its U.S. launch in Janu¬ 
ary, less than 50 claims have 
been filed under the Host Pro¬ 
tection program when factoring 
in all of the eight million guest 
bookings, he said.

Major solar players 
expanding globally 

Canada's few major play¬ 
ers in the solar industry 
are growing up and head¬ 
ing out into the world. 

Private companies like 
Amp Solar Group Inc. and 
SkyPower Global, both 
of which were raised on 
Ontario's generous renew¬ 
able energy subsidies, are 
now making big pushes 
into emerging markets as 
they outgrow limited op¬ 
portunities in Canada. 

AMP Solar chief execu¬ 
tive Dave Rogers said that 
while the company is still 
committed to expanding 
in Canada, the market is 
relatively small. 

AMP has several hun¬ 
dred megawatts of power 
installed in the United 
Kingdom. It has also es¬ 
tablished itself in Japan, 
India, Thailand and Jor¬ 
dan, and is set to expand 
into the U.S. 

Toronto-based Sky- 
Power has also made 
in-roads into emerging 
markets. 

It has announced 
roughly $8 billion US 
worth of deals to build 
solar projects in Bangla¬ 
desh, Kenya, Panama, 
Mexico, Djibouti and India. 

Canadian Solar started 
with solar panel manufac¬ 
turing in China and then 
branched out to become 
a major project developer. 
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It's hard not to admire — even 
idolize — Marie Henein. 

Particularly after you've 
read the new magazine pro¬ 
file of her. 

Until it landed this week in 
Toronto Life, Henein had been 
defined in most Canadians' 
minds as the enigmatic law¬ 
yer representing former CBC 
host Jian Ghomeshi against 
explosive sexual assault 
charges. 

That made her, to some, an 
enemy of feminism. To others, 
it made her not just a boss, 
but the boss. A frighteningly 
smart, incredibly talented 
(not to mention impeccably 
dressed) woman at the very 
top of criminal defense law in 
this country. So what if she is 
defending an alleged preda¬ 
tor? Someone's got to. 

Now, Henein is allowing us 
a far more intimate look, from 
which emerges a far more 
complex picture. And there 
are two questions to ask: Why 
now? And what (or so what) 
about her feminism? 

Described as a shark, a 
brilliant strategist and incred¬ 
ibly hardworking, Henein 
also emerges as an astute 
sculpturer of her own image. 
There are no missteps, there 
is always calculation. 

Take this comment, which 
a CBC story attributes to a 
lecture she gave in 2010: 

"The importance of 
developing your narrative 
starts from the moment the 
client walks into your office. It 
drives everything that you do, 
your analysis of the law, your

A horrible car crash. Three sisters 
killed in a farm accident. The 
anniversary of the shooting in our 
nation's capital. These images 
are seared into our collective 
memory. The reality is, many 
children will experience death. 


When I was in Grade 10, there 
was an announcement on the 
PA system in the middle of 
English class. A student had 
died. I remember the teacher 
was visibly shaken. 

What made me think about 
this more than 30 years later 
were recent news events. 
Multiple horrible car crashes. 
Three sisters killed in a farm 
accident. The anniversaiy of 
shooting in our nation’s capital 
that left a young soldier dead. 
These deaths were particularly 
horrific and will be deeply 
traumatic to many. The images 
of the dead and grieving seared 
into our collective memoiy. 

The reality is many children 
will experience death, some¬ 
times that of a young friend. 
Occasionally, they learn about 
these things at school or in the 
media. Teachers can help, but 
other significant adults are just 
as important. 

A 2013 paper in the Alberta 
Journal of Educational Re¬ 
search reported that teachers 
are uncertain about discussing 
death in the classroom. And it 
certainly wasn’t covered when 
I went to teacher’s college. 

I wish I had been better 
prepared when one of my 
students died suddenly a few 
months into Grade Seven. 

My principal phoned me at 
home on a Sunday night so 
I would know ahead of the 
PA announcement. It was 
my first year teaching and I 
was struggling to get to know 
almost 200 students. It was 
her first year at a new school. 

Children need to 
talk about death. 
Protecting them 
from what has 
happened often 
leaves them 
feeling alone, even 
alienated.

Hill shooting. Significant adults — parents, teachers, extended family and even coaches — 
have a responsibility to answer kids' questions about death head-on, writes Catherine Little. 
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Students and staff were encour¬ 
aged to attend the funeral, and 
counselors were available. But 
we didn’t know who would 
need the most support. Some 
of the students barely knew 
who she was. Others were 
close friends. 

Significant adults — par¬ 
ents, guardians, extended 
family, special teachers and 
coaches etc. — are vital in 
these situations. According to 
the Canadian Virtual Hospice, 
children need to talk about 
death. Research shows that 
honesty is the best course of 
action. Protecting children 
from what has happened often 


leaves them feeling alone, even 
alienated. 

And yes, children can even 
become deeply affected by a 
tragic story on the news. Each 
death will affect each child 
differently. It helps if there 
is an adult to start an honest 
conversation. 

It can start very simply with, 
“I’m really sad that they died. 
How do you feel?” Acknow¬ 
ledging feelings and leaving 
an open invitation to talk can 
make the difference. 

The student who died when 
I was in Grade 10 was my 
friend Loretta. No one in my 
high school knew we had been 


friends since we were six or 
so. I visited her at home when 
she got sick. I stood by her 
hospital bed when we knew 
the end was near. And yet, I 
learned about her death like it 
was a reminder to try out for 
the volleyball team. Luckily, I 
had some significant adults in 
my life. They didn’t tell me it 
was for the best. They listened 
when I needed to rail against 
the injustice of it. But mostly, 
they were there to sit with me 
when I didn’t want to be alone.

comments to the media, your 
approach with experts and 
witnesses." 

Under that light, I read the 
article as part of the Ghome¬ 
shi saga. After all, Henein 
hardly needs the media 
profile — she got that just 
by taking the case, and her 
handling of it will speak far 
more than a magazine piece. 

Then there's her feminism. 

A criminally low sexual- 
assault conviction rate in 
this country won't go away 
if lawyers like Henein keep 
doing their best in a system 
stacked against victims. On 
the flip side, lawyers should 
always do their best. Even if 
that means — as Henein has 
done in the past — attacking 
the credibility an alleged 
victim. 

She is undoubtedly a 
feminist, who rejects the 
message women have to be 
perfect to "have it all." She 
brushes off questions about 
juggling motherhood and 
work by telling women to just 
do it. But that's not the senti¬ 
ment of someone inclined to 
prioritize structural inequality 
in society, or our legal sys¬ 
tem, over individual agency. 
Henein's apparent religious 
devotion to the law seems to 
supersede her feminism. 

We seem to want power¬ 
ful women to reflect our 
own brand of feminism. 

But Henein seems to judge 
herself on her devotion to 
upholding the law. It's hardly 
fair to condemn her for doing 
exactly that.

Usually the scariest thing about 
Vin Diesel is the amount of 
money his movies make. The 
Fast and Furious franchise has 
raked in more than $4 billion. 
Add in revenue from Guard¬ 
ians of the Galaxy and Riddick 
and you have a truly terrifying 
amount of money. 


In his new film, The Last 
Witch Hunter, the raspy-voiced 
actor boasts, “You know what 
I’m afraid of? Nothing,” as he 
delivers scares playing an im¬ 
mortal warrior who must pre¬ 
vent evil New York witches from 
destroying the world. 

The 48-year-old is so con¬ 
vinced the movie will do well, 
he’s already announced that the 
studio is developing a sequel. 

“The first one doesn’t hit the¬ 
atres until October 23rd,” he 
wrote on Faceboolc in July, “yet 
they want me to commit and al¬ 
ready block out time to film it.” 

Before Fast and Furious made 
him Hollywood’s version of an 
ATM, Diesel made baby steps 
towards becoming a super- 
star. Director Steven Spielberg 
saw Multi-Facial, Diesel’s self 
directed, written, produced and 


scored fiber low budget short 
film and was so taken with the 
young actor he had the role of 
Private Caparzo in Saving Pri¬ 
vate Ryan specially written for 
him. The result was an effective 
performance that mixed physic- 
ality with poignancy. Winning 
the role, he says, was “like one 
of those Hollywood faiiy tales 
that you never believed.” 

Critics began to take notice. 
New York Times critic A.O. Scott 
said he, “may be the sexiest ugly 
man in movies since Anthony 
Quinn” as Diesel lent his dis¬ 
tinctive gravelly voice to the 
title character in the animated 
film The Iron Giant and played 
streetwise stockbroker Chris 
Variclc in the 2000 stockbroker 
drama Boiler Room. 

His breakout performance 
came with the sci-fi film Pitch 


Black. “Richard B. Riddick,” he 
says by way of introduction. 
“Escaped convict. Murderer.” 
Artificial eyes allow Riddick to 
see in the dark, making him 
veiy useful when bloodthirsty 
creatures attack during a month¬ 
long eclipse. The character be¬ 
came a franchise for the actor, 
spawning sequels, video games 
and animated films. 

“I know it sounds corny but 
I feel like I learn about myself 
when I play that character,” said 


Diesel. “Going to that dark iso¬ 
lated place produces some kind 
of vision or understanding about 
myself. He mirrors my own 
quest for identity, my eternal 
quest as a child.” 

Movies like Knoclcaround 
Guys and Babylon A.D. played 
on his tough guy persona, but 
with The Pacifier he tried to 
switch from cracking ribs to 
tickling funny bones. Playing a 
Navy Seal assigned to protect a 
house full of out-of-control lads, 


he attempted to prove he was 
more than just a muscle mass 
that got lucky in pictures. 

The chaotic comedy made 
some money, but ultimately 
proved Diesel’s strength lay in 
muscle, not mayhem. 

Since then he has stayed the 
course, pumping out action- 
adventure films — including 
the soon-to-be relaunched xXx 
— proving himself to be a great 
action star. 

Smarter than Stallone, young¬ 
er than Schwarzenegger and 
with even less hair than Bruce 
Willis, his appeal transcends 
his biceps, as he also appears to 
have a brain in his head. 

Throw in a large dollop of 
charisma and look out Jason 
Statham, you’re about to be 
kick boxed into the old age 
home.

When it comes to watch¬ 
ing our livelihoods being 
acted out on the big screen, 
there’s pleasure in seeing 
what Hollywood gets right, 
and wrong. Journalists fix¬ 
ate on newsroom dramas, 
Classics majors love to hate 
sword-and-sandal movies and 
chefs adore films where food 
factors large: They have cult 
favourites like Big Night, Ba- 
bette’s Feast and Tampopo. 
But in recent years, mov¬ 
ies like I Am Love, starring 
Tilda Swinton, and Eat Pray 
Love have taken food styling 
to the next level: one that 
leaves the audience drooling 
and on the edge of ecstasy. 


It’s called food porn. 

Judging from the trailer, 
Burnt, which opens in se¬ 
lect theatres on Friday, is 
not only a tale of redemp¬ 
tion but a movie that will 
leave food lovers quivering. 
Bradley Cooper stars as 
chef Adam Jones, a former 
bad-boy chef hungiy for a 
third Michelin star. So he 
assembles a dream team to 
open up the best restaurant 
in the world. “I don’t want 
my restaurant to be a place 
where you come and eat,” 
he tells fellow chef Helena, 
played by Sienna Miller, as 
she effortlessly churns out 
fresh ropes of linguine. “We 
should be dealing in culinary 
orgasms.” 

Cooper researched his role 
by spending time with three 
professionals, including Gor¬ 
don Ramsay and his former 
mentor Marco Pierre White, 
who was the first British 
chef to be awarded three

Michelin stars and, at the 
time, the youngest. But real 
life was just as instructional: 
“The thing that really paid 
off was the fact that I’d been 
doing research since I was a 
kid, working in restaurants,” 
Cooper said in a recent inter¬ 
view. 

I never cooked during my 
decade-long tenure at an Ital¬ 
ian restaurant. But I washed 
dishes, bussed tables, served

food, recommended wine, 
expedited the pass and man¬ 
aged the front of house. I 
don’t miss the hours — long 
nights and early mornings 
— but I miss the verve of 
restaurant life; the hustle 
and those moments when 
you lift your head from the 
chaotic multi-tasking and 
everything is swinging, just 
right. 

It was an education, too. 


I learned that the best to¬ 
mato sauce is essentially just 
really good tomatoes; that 
Italians don’t put chicken on 
pizza, and green peppers are 
an anomaly in their kitch¬ 
ens. I learned classic com¬ 
binations that allowed me to 
experiment with great suc¬ 
cess at home: think sausage 
and rapini; prosciutto and 
figs; good, extra virgin olive 
oil on eveiything. 

This wasn’t Michelin- 
starred cooking. Most dishes 
had five ingredients. Take 
the a fagiolo: red kidney 
beans, Italian tuna, toma¬ 
toes, red onion and fresh 
basil served over greens, 
which has become a dinner¬ 
time staple at home. Yes, 

I roll my eyes too when 
people talk about salads 
for dinner. But this salad 
satisfies — especially when 
served with good bread. 

When I made it the other 
night for dinner, Simon 
swooned. He could, however, 
do without my overly af¬ 
fected Italian pronunciation 
of the dish. But I’d wager 
no one will protest Bradley 
Cooper’s speaking French in 
Burnt. Cue the quivering.

Everyone’s talking 
about Drake’s moves 


From Carlton Banks to Marvin 
Gaye and someone who’s stubbed 
his toe, Toronto rapper Drake is 
sparking scores of comparisons, 
parodies and memes with his 
shimmy-shuffle slow grooves in 
his new video for the earworm 
Hotline Bling. 

But what do the dance ex¬ 
perts think? 

“Young man can dance and 
he’s got some groove in his sys¬ 
tem,” says renowned choreog¬ 
rapher Tre Armstrong, who was 
a judge on So You Think You Can 
Dance Canada. 

“It’s all about vibe and groove 
for him. It’s not about choreog¬ 
raphy, so people need to stop 
trippin’.” 

Melissa Nascimento-So, youth 
program director at City Dance 
Corps in Toronto, applauds Drake 
for putting himself out there. 

“He looks like he’s having a 
great time,” she says, “and really, 
that’s what dance is all about.” 

The video, which debuted on 
Apple Music on Monday night, 
begins with a shot of curvaceous 
women working in a call centre. 

It then cuts to a dancing Drake 
(whose real name is Aubrey Gra¬ 
ham) in an illuminated box on a 
minimalistic set, clad in a blood 
orange puffer jacket, light blue 
jeans and camel-coloured Timber- 
land Boots. 


“You used to call me on my 
cellphone,” he sings as he slowly 
rotates his torso into hunched- 
over and upright positions, doing 
what appears to be a two-step/sal¬ 
sa/shimmy fusion with animated 
tai-chi-esque arm movements. 

More body rolls, deep-knee 
bends and arm gestures follow as 
we see the 28-year-old in various 
outfits, often putting his hand in 
the shape of a phone and swirl¬ 
ing it at the side of his head as 
he sings the chorus. 

“I really applaud Drake for 
just having fun with it and just 
vibing out and doing his thing,” 
said Aaron Libfeld, a partner at 
The Underground Dance Centre 
in Toronto. 

“I think he was just channel¬ 
ling however the song made 
him feel and I think he was just 
expressing how he felt in his 
movements. It’s really nice to 
see a rapper go out there and 
actually do that. I think it was 
really bold of him.” 

The video has caused a frenzy 
online, with countless Vine 
parodies, articles and several 
Twitter accounts dedicated to 
it. There have also been com¬ 
parisons to The Carlton, the 
dorky dance by Alfonso Ribei- 
ro’s character on The Fresh 
Prince of Bel-Air.

INTERVIEW 

Writer behind 
Steve Jobs film 
defends his 
creative liberties 

Aaron Sorlcin will remind you 
that he is a writer when talk¬ 
ing about his latest film, Steve 
Jobs. 

As such, the dialogue-heavy 
account of the late Apple co¬ 
founder’s life contains obvious 
fabrications in service of a lar¬ 
ger truth. 

It’s centred on a series of 
verbal smackdowns between 
Jobs and various members of 
his inner circle, with Michael 
Fassbender starring as the tyr¬ 
annical genius, Seth Rogen as 
co-founder/friend Steve (Woz) 
Woznialc and Kate Winslet as 
former Macintosh marketing 
chief Joanna Hoffman. 

In the face of ardent crit¬ 
ics — including Jobs’s widow 
Laurene, Apple CEO Tim Cook 
and Apple’s head of design and 
close friend Jony Ive — Sorlcin 
has insisted this is “a painting, 
not a photograph.” 

“I would describe almost all 
non-fiction movies that way. 
But this one in particular,” the 
screenwriter says in a recent 
visit to Toronto to discuss the 
film, which largely steers clear 
of impersonations and familiar 
catchphrases. 

“And that’s not to say I’ve 
changed any biographical facts 
about Steve Jobs. Here’s what 
I’ve done: Steve did not have 
confrontations with the same 
five people 40 minutes before 
every product launch that he 
did. That’s a writer’s conceit 
and it announces itself pretty 
early on as one. The content 
of those confrontations, those 
are real.” 

If people are looking for a 
journalistic account, Sorlcin 
encourages them to check out 
Walter Isaacson’s exhaustive 
biography. 

“The Santa Fe Opera just 
commissioned an opera about 
Steve Jobs that’ll be out in 2017 
— I wonder if people are go¬ 
ing to be going around saying, 
‘Now, wait a second. Was Steve 
really a tenor in real life?”’ 

Here Sorlcin talks about con¬ 
densing a life and dealing with 
critics. 


The construct employed 
here is obvious. But people 
who were close to Jobs seem 
to be upset that softer ele¬ 
ments of the man they knew 
are not presented as they’d 
like. 

The people I think you’re talk¬ 
ing about — Mrs. Jobs, Tim 
Cook the CEO of Apple, Jony 
Ive — haven’t seen the movie. 
So they wouldn’t know what’s 
in the movie. I think they’re 
reacting to Walter’s book and 
they don’t know what’s in the 
movie. The people who knew 
Steve well who have seen the 
movie (including) Woz ... have 
reacted very positively to it 
and feel that Steve was cap¬ 
tured. So I would just ask that 
judgment be reserved until 
you’ve seen the movie. 

It is the movie you set out to 
make. 

I’m really proud of eveiything 
that I’ve written — and that 
said, there isn’t anything that 
I’ve written that I wouldn’t 
mind having back and do¬ 
ing it again. And the same is 
true for this movie, for Steve 
Jobs, but not because of any¬ 
thing anyone has said.... It’s 
a little surprising that there 
are certain things which in 
2015 are coming up with veiy 
sophisticated audiences. For 
instance, take a movie like 
The Queen — no one thinks 
that Peter Morgan, the writer 
of The Queen, was actually in 
Balmoral Castle when these 
discussions were going on.... 
Writers are going to invent 
dialogue because people 
don’t speak in dialogue and 
people’s lives don’t unfold in 
a series of scenes that form a 
narrative arc. 

Seth Rogen will surprise his 
comedy fans for showing a 
lot of emotion as Woz. 

He’s fantastic in this movie. I 
think I’m right that we didn’t 
discuss any other actor but 
Seth. Someone who can do 
comedy as honestly and intel¬ 
ligently as Seth does, there’s 
really no woriy in your mind 
that they’re going to be able 
to do this material. You’d 
worry, ‘Is someone able to 
be funny?’ but you wouldn’t 
worry going the other way. 

I never had a concern about 
Seth being able to handle this 
material, the Canadian press

climb to big 
time roles 

In the last few years, mostly 
thanks to Inherent Vice, Kath¬ 
erine Waterston has made the 
shift from struggling actor to an 
“It” girl. In fact she’s in London 
shooting the J.K. Rowling-penned 
Fantastic Beasts and Where to 
Find Them. “I feel like I’m on the 
bacldot at Paramount in 1950 and 
Elizabeth Taylor’s going to come 
around the corner,” she says. 
Right now, though, she’s promot¬ 
ing another major release: Steve 
Jobs, the Aaron Sorkin-written 
account of the late Apple icon 
(played by Michael Fassbender), 
which relates the frenzied build¬ 
up to three of his most significant 
product launches. Waterston 
plays Chrisann Brennan, an ex 
who’s justifiably furious with 
him, as he doesn’t want to claim 
paternity of the young girl they 
had together. 

The move to major produc¬ 
tions must be jarring. How 
have you dealt with it? 

It’s not really as much of a 
shift as I probably imagined 
when I would be fantasizing 
about having a proper career. 
(Laughs) You don’t know what 
you’re doing and it all comes 
together at the last minute. 

Steve Jobs has this feeling of 
controlled chaos. What was 
it like being in the middle of 
that? 

That’s supposing something 
that wasn’t really my ex¬ 
perience.

Anas Aremeyaw Anas is one compelling 
news reporter. Not only has the young in¬ 
vestigator been labelled the “James Bond of 
Ghanaian journalism” but he has exposed 
sex-trafficking rings and uncovered human 
rights violations by going undercover using 
unorthodox costumes that include eveiy- 
thing from posing as a brothel janitor to a 
sheik and even a rock. 

As uncovered in the new documentaiy 
Chameleon, Anas’s provocative work as 
editor of the New Crusading Guide has 
gained notoriety in Africa and even a men¬ 
tion on the world stage by President Barack 
Obama. But Anas is still largely unknown 
— mainly because he hides his identity to 
ensure the secrecy of his investigative stings. 

“A mutual friend of ours sent me this 
article about Anas in Atlantic Magazine and 
it was just incredible,” admitted filmmaker 
Ryan Mullins about how he discovered Anas. 
“I thought, this has to be my next stoiy.” 

The Montreal-based director was so in¬ 
trigued, he quickly decided to craft an on- 
the-ground expose of Anas’ work.

to help disseminate his crusade to “name, 
shame and jail” those accused of misdeeds 
in Africa. But Mullins was soon surprised 
to find larger issues plaguing the reporter’s 
stealthy activism. 

“At first I was just drawn to this larger- 
than-life stoiy,” said Mullins. “But gradually 
as time passed and some of the cases got 
a little more complicated, you can see the 
thought process going on — sometimes the 
lines that were being crossed. Was Anas a 
journalist? Was he a vigilante? What does 
it mean to be a journalist?” 

It’s just those ethical issues that elevate 


While that grey 
area of his work may 
be controversial to 
many, Anas would be 
first to say it’s an area 
that is clearly worth 
pursuing. 

“I don’t mind any 
tag that I’m given,” 
said Anas.

Dean Norris is best known for 
portraying police officers. “I 
play DEA, CIA, FBI, LAPD; I got 
‘em all,” he once said. He be¬ 
came instantly recognizable to 
a generation of TV fans as the 
boisterous DEA agent Hank 
Schrader on Breaking Bad, and 
in his new film he’s once again 
playing a cop, but with a twist. 

“You almost feel sorry for 
him,” says Norris, “until you 
realize who he is.” 

The film is Remember, a road 
movie of sorts. Christopher 
Plummer plays Zev, a man on 
a journey to justice, a quest 
to find the Nazi guard who 
killed his family 70 years be¬ 
fore. Along the way he meets 
Norris as Officer Kurlander, a 
sad and lonely man with a con¬ 
nection to one of Zev’s suspects. 

Their explosive meeting is 
difficult to discuss without giv¬ 
ing away a plot point, but suf¬ 
fice to say Norris reveals when 
he had a chance to watch it he 


did so with his hands covering 
his face. 

“We had three cameras go¬ 
ing and I was like, ‘Just run 
them and let me hit it,’” says 
the fifty-two-year-old actor. “It 
was one of the few times where 
I almost felt out of body. You 
know when you see red and 
get kind of blinded? I’m not 
even sure what I said some of 
the time.” 

Norris credits his director 
and co-star with making the 
five-day filming of the wild 
sequence possible. 

“(Atom Egoyan) does what 
the good directors do,” he 
says, “and makes a comfort¬ 
able space for you to play in 
and feel safe, which was im¬ 
portant on this damn thing 
because it is so crazy. You want 
to feel safe to be able to go to 
wherever you have to go to, 
and I did with him.” 

Norris describes Plummer as 
one of the greats. “It was like 
working with Laurence Olivier.” 

“It was a pleasure to watch 
him,” he says. “There would be 
moments where I’d be in the 
scene and saying to myself, ‘I’m 
looking into the eyes of a man 
who has been in these scenes 
for decades. Been in the mo¬ 
ment with unbelievable people 
in unbelievable movies.’ It’s like 
I wanted that to seep into me. 
Steal his essence.

Northern Soul 
is a sleeper hit 
about ai 970 s

There was glam rock. There 
was new wave. And who could 
forget disco. But there is one 
1970’s musical movement 
that you may not have heard 
of — northern soul. 

Captured in the new film 
Northern Soul, the cultural 
movement briefly emerged 
in a distinct part of Britain 
and it consisted of particu¬ 
lar dance moves and a pen¬ 
chant for obscure American 
soul music. 

Photographer-turned-film- 
malcer Elaine Constantine has 
such fond memories of being 
a part those dance-hall days, 
she spent 15 years making a 
drama about coming-of-age 
in the midst of that northern 
English scene. 


“Whenever I wasn’t shoot¬ 
ing photographs or in the lab, 
I was writing this film and 
trying to get it produced,” ad¬ 
mitted Constantine recently 
about the inspired narrative 
of two teens discovering the 
scene. 

“Everything that happened 
has happened to someone at 
some point that I know and 
the actual characters all exist 
— they’re all real people (so) 
they kind of wrote themselves 
in a way.” 

Over those years, Con¬ 
stantine slowly accumulat¬ 
ed funds, found her cast and 
taught hundreds of extras 
specific dance moves (“we 
were training those kids 
for three or four years”) but 
once she completed her pro¬ 
ject, she was disappointed 
to discover her efforts would 
only be seen on a handful of 
screens across the U.K. 

“We put the message out to 
all the fans who had been fol¬ 
lowing the film’s progress and 
said demand your local cin¬ 
ema puts it on,” said Constan¬ 
tine, whose followers were 
obviously eager. 

“Within two weeks we had 
125 cinemas confirmed and a 


lot of them had even bumped 
off their Disney films.” 

As a result, Northern Soul 
became a hit at the U.K. box 
office and has since been im¬ 
pressing moviegoers and crit¬ 
ics with its heartwarming 
nostalgia and eye-opening 


thesis that the northern soul 
movement marks the origin of 
today’s massive DJ culture — a 
genre that has seen the rise of 
such superstars as Deadmau5 
and Tiesto. 

As exemplified in Northern 
Soul, the DJs that spun these 


obscure soul records became 
de facto celebrities simply 
because they withheld the 
identity of the artists behind 
the music they spun.

Director hopes 
to restore 
post-election 
public’s faith 

It’s easy to become jaded about 
our political leaders, says Que¬ 
bec film star Patrick Huard. 

So he’s hoping his lightheart¬ 
ed comedy My Internship in 
Canada restores a bit of faith 
for Canadian voters worn down 
by lengthy electioneering. 

The Bon Cop Bad Cop star 
plays an idealistic independent 
MP who finds himself holding 
the deciding vote on whether 
the country goes to war. 

Beset by pressure from all 
sides — including his ambitious 
wife, pacifist daughter and a 
wide-eyed young intern from 
Haiti — he decides to consult 
his constituents directly. 

Huard’s earnest Steve Gui- 
bord just wants to do the right 
thing, but finds himself dis¬ 
illusioned by jingoism, glad¬ 
handing and shameless horse¬ 
trading. 

“We sort of became cynical 
about politicians, I would say 


the last 15 or something years. 
We all see them as evil, as cor¬ 
rupted or with bad intentions 
and power junkies — and I 
don’t think that’s the case,” 
Huard said while screening 
the film at the recent Toronto 
International Film Festival. 

“I think most of them are 


just normal people trying to 
make a difference and realiz¬ 
ing that the system is so big, 
the machine is huge and tough 
to steer, that the toll on them 
is bigger than they thought.... 
It’s not easy and I wanted to 
show the human side of that 
job and maybe, I hope, give 


some hope back to the vot¬ 
ers’ mind.” 

It’s a coincidence that this 
French-language feature hits 
select theatres around the time 
Canadians went to the polls, 
added Huard. 

He said writer-director Phil¬ 
ippe Falardeau began writing 


the story five years ago, not 
long before his acclaimed class¬ 
room drama Monsieur Lazhar 
began charming audiences and 
charting a path towards an 
eventual Oscar nomination 
for best foreign-language film. 

Suzanne Clement co-stars 
as Steve’s wife, while Quebec- 
born newcomer Irdens Exan- 
tus plays an enthusiastic Hai¬ 
tian intern who relays each of 
Steve’s moves to his friends 
and family back home. 

Clement said her charac¬ 
ter is a bit more savvy about 
what’s at stake than her down- 
to-earth husband, a former 
hockey player who maintains 
an against-all-odds optimism 
in a series of community meet¬ 
ings that are clearly hijacked 
by interest groups. 

“I wanted to push this side 
of her ... that was a little am¬ 
bitious,” said Clement, best 
known for her roles in the 


Xavier Dolan films Mommy, 
Laurence Anyways and I Killed 
My Mother. 

Working on the film was 
“like a lesson in Canadian pol¬ 
itics,” she said. 

“It also (offers) a different 
look at our precious democracy 
that we kind of maybe forget 
we have sometimes.”

Full disclosure: this writer 
doesn’t believe in ghosts. But 
he does believe, as scientists 
do, that there is plenty we can’t 
currently explain about the uni¬ 
verse. 

So does Christopher Chacon, 
an “anomalist” and a “scientific 
investigator of paranormal phe¬ 
nomena.” Chacon does some 
advising on the Paranormal 
Activity series — whose latest, 
Paranormal Activity: The Ghost 
Dimension, hits theatres today. 

A former magician and il¬ 
lusionist, Chacon went from 
a full-on skeptic to someone 
who occupies a space in-between 
skepticism and belief. He inves¬ 
tigates extreme cases of phe¬ 
nomena that he claims cannot 
be explained, at least not now, 
by rigorous scientific explana¬ 
tion, and could possibly point to 
ghosts or something else beyond 
humanity’s limited perception. 

We spoke to Chacon about 
the science behind his approach 
and what the movies, he says, 
get right. 

This is a silly question, but 
have you noticed an uptick in 
interest in the paranormal or 
even more cases since these 
films started coming out? 
Discussion, yes. But the actual 
cases, no. That’s a constant. 

A lot of them are out of 
the country and the major¬ 
ity of them don’t gravitate

to films like this. The cases 
I get are the most extreme 
cases. People are traumatized, 
there’s injuiy involved, the 
situation is extremely precar¬ 
ious. If they experience that, 
they gravitate away from films 
like these. 

What does your job entail? 

What happens is someone 
has some kind of paranormal 
experience, or what they think 
is a paranormal experience. It 
can range from someone be¬ 
ing possessed, to a poltergeist 
in the house, they see a UFO or 
claim to have had a close en¬ 
counter abduction, or they see

some kind of creature and are 
attacked by it. Maybe it’s some 
huge psychokinetic event and 
someone makes objects move 
about a room. It’s either so se¬ 
vere or it’s ongoing that these 
people seek assistance. 


I imagine there are alotof 
cases where it's a hoax or 
there winds up being an ob¬ 
scure but rational explana¬ 
tion behind what's going on. 
They have to have all those 
things figured out before I get 
there. They rule out hoaxes, 
they rule out people who are 
on drugs. There was one case 
with some elderly people who 
thought poltergeist activity 
was hitting their home. It 
turned out they were testing 
a new stealth bomber, and 
eveiy time it would take off it 
would have this veiy strange 
trajectoiy, and it wound send 
a huge impact tremor that 
shook the whole house. No¬ 
body had explanations while 
it happened. There were no 
earth¬ 


quakes, there was no airport 
nearby. It was a top secret 
aircraft, so there was another 
explanation. Seventy to 80 
per cent of phenomena that 
happens does have a rational 
explanation. But of course 
there is the 20 to 30 per cent 
that cannot be dismissed, can¬ 
not be explained by scientific 
means. 

Alot of films about the 
supernatural tend to embel¬ 
lish these events. How much 
do the Paranormal Activity 
films get right? 

If you took all the movies and 
you separated each individual 
event, I could probably say 
there’s been a case I’ve en¬ 
countered or has been passed 
down to me that does fit 
the bill. I’ve received 
hun¬ 


dreds of thousands of photo¬ 
graphs and videos from 
people who’ve encountered 
a whole array of phenom¬ 
ena. The footage does bear a 
resemblance to these Para¬ 
normal Activity films. What 
they’ve done in the movies is 
put them all together to make 
this really mutated, extreme 
best-of thing. 

Are there cases specifically 
like what’s in the movies? 

There’s a lot of them. If you 
go back to the first film, there 
was a Ouija board as a rel¬ 
evant element. 

Ouija boards can act like a 
conduit. If someone doesn’t 
realize they have an ability 
or they could tap into things 
they didn’t realize they could, 
the Ouija board is giving them 
the OK to do that. And then 
the phenomena starts happen¬ 
ing. In the first film someone 
was dragged down a hall¬ 
way. I can think of thousands 
of cases of that. In one case 
I’m dealing with now with a 
family of four, the husband 
was twice dragged down a 
hallway. There are thousands 
of cases that have those ele¬ 
ments mixed in there. The 
most extreme cases you rarely 
hear about because those 
people are so traumatized by 
them. But they do happen. 

It’s interesting to hear you 
talk about such things sci¬ 
entifically because scientists 
and skeptics tend to be very 
hostile towards the idea of 
the supernatural. 

People like to throw around 
the terms paranormal and 
supernatural, but really you’re 
really talking about phenom¬ 
ena that lies outside of our 
current understanding. Think 
of how 1,000 years ago the 
Northern Lights would be 
considered paranormal. They 
thought it was spirits exiting 
the earth. Obviously we know 
what it is now. It has to do 
with magnetic fields playing 
off each other. Perhaps 
with these phenom¬ 
ena there could be 
^ a grounded ex- 
planation.

Like his fellow Lord of the 
Rings co-stars, Wood has 
the luxury of being picky. 
He could have settled for a 
string of never-ending fan¬ 
tasy knockoffs. Instead, like 
Viggo Mortensen, he’s done 
what he wants. 

The last decade has seen 
him lending his presence to 
smaller and/or unusual fare: 
the first-person horror Maniac; 
Open Windows, set entirely 
on a desktop; the TV show 
Wilfred, in which he acts op¬ 
posite a talking dog. 

Wood comes back to both 


big budgets and fantasy 
with The Last Witch Hunt¬ 
er, a super-sized Vin Diesel 
vehicle in which he plays the 
new priestly sidekick to the 
star’s immortal slayer of the 
supernatural. He didn’t take 
the job lightly. 

What convinced you this 
was a worthy return to big 
budget genre fare? 

It’s weird to even say this, 
because it wasn’t the case 
20 years ago, but it was in¬ 
teresting to read something 
that was not based on a 
pre-existing source or was a 
sequel. It’s bizarre that we 
have to say one of a film’s 
merits is that it’s original. 

F—ing strange.... And I was 
just surprised by the script. 

I found the mythology to be 
really detailed, the world¬ 
building to be really inter¬ 
esting. 

This film is strong on vis¬ 
uals. The sets, for one, ap¬ 
pear to be mostly real, as 


do many of the effects. 

Some people are asking 
questions about what it was 
like to deal with the CG. In 
reality it was almost imper¬ 
ceptible to us — save for 
the witch bar where there 
was quite a bit of CG effects. 
But even there, there were a 
lot of practical effects. Most 
of the time we were sur¬ 
rounded by real things.... A 
lot of the sets and environ¬ 
ments we were in were real. 
That goes a long way to 
making you feel rooted in 
the space. 

Is it typical for you to get so 
involved with looking at all 
aspects of a production? 

These are all questions I 
ask, honestly. When I read 
something I want to know 
what the approach is, who’s 
going to shoot it, how it’s 
going to be shot, what is the 
visual tone of the film and 
what are the designs going 
to look like. I’m a nerd, so I 
always ask these questions.

Just around the corner, it’s a 
typical Parisian rush hour with 
bumper-to-bumper cars honking 
their way down the Boulevard 
de Clichy past garish shop fronts 
and the blazing red sails of the 
Moulin Rouge. 

But here in the Montmartre 
cemetery the only sound is the 
trill of birds as they flit through 
the shady trees lining the av¬ 
enues of the dead. 

It doesn’t get much more se¬ 
rene than this. 

This is not 
the cemetery 
where The 
Doors’ lead 
singer Jim 
Morrison 
is buried; 
that’s Pere 
Lachaise. But 
it is the final 
resting place of 
several painters, 
composers, writers and 
other artists, testament to Mont¬ 
martre’s Bohemian past. 

Some of the cemetery’s most 
famous residents include com¬ 
posers Hector Berlioz (Symphon¬ 
ic Fantastique) and Jacques Of¬ 
fenbach (The Tales of Hoffman). 
Dancer Rudolf Nijinsky is here 
as is Edgar Degas, famous for his 
paintings of ballet dancers. Also: 


Adolphe Sax, inventor 
of the saxophone. 

In a neat little bit of lit¬ 
erary history, you can find the 
grave of Alexandre Dumas, who 
wrote The Three Musketeers, as 
well as the grave of Alphonsine 
Plessis, the courtesan who was 
the inspiration for Dumas’ La 
Dame Aux Camelias. The tragic 
story laid the foundations for 
the opera La Traviata and the 
movie Camille. 

And if you don’t feel like track¬ 
ing down graves, this is also a 


perfectly good place to simply 
wander, investigating memor¬ 
ials that catch your eye, like the 
full-size statue of a man atop 
the grave of Jean Bauchet. Not 
a household name, but he was 
a manager of the Moulin Rouge, 
the famous cabaret, just a short 
walk away. 

Walking back to Boulevard 
Clichy from the cemetery en¬ 
trance you will find Corcoran’s 
Irish Pub. It’s a good place to 
toast the ghosts of Montmartre.

Must beat 
Royals twice 
in K.C. to reach 
World Series 

The Kansas City Royals have 
established a reputation for 
dramatic post-season come¬ 
backs the past couple of years, 
beginning with last season’s 
wild-card victory over Oakland. 

Turns out, the Toronto Blue 
Jays have some never-say-quit 
spirit as well. 

After going on a second-half 
run to make the playoffs, then 
rallying from a 2-0 deficit to 
defeat Texas in a best-of-five 
matchup, the Blue Jays will try 
to beat the Royals in another 
win-or-else situation in Game 
6 of the AL Championship Ser¬ 
ies on Friday night. 

Toronto forced the series 
back to Kansas City with a 7-1 
rout Wednesday, closing to 3-2. 

“You look at all the elimina¬ 
tion games, our offence has 
really come to life,” Blue Jays 
manager John Gibbons said 
Thursday. “We’ve said all along 
that’s the key to our team, scor¬ 
ing runs. You hate to make a 
habit of it, but maybe we can 
pull it off again.” 

David Price will take the 
mound for the Blue Jays after 
his collapse in the series open¬ 
er, when he tossed six shutout 
innings and then surrendered 


five runs in the seventh. 

Yordano Ventura will op¬ 
pose him for Kansas City. He 
was only marginally better, 
allowing three runs and eight 
hits in 5-1/3 innings before 
watching the comeback win 
from the dugout. 

“I’m very fortunate and 
happy that this game has land¬ 
ed on my turn, here in Kansas 
City, and with the opportunity 
to take this club to the World 
Series,” Ventura said through 
catching coach Pedro Grifol, 


acting as a translator. “I’ll be 
ready for this game.” 

The Blue Jays promise they 
will be, too. Toronto lost the 
first two games against the 
Rangers at home, then won 
three straight with its season 
hanging in the balance. The 
first two were at Texas, and the 
last at Rogers Centre, but none 
of the victories was even close 
— all by at least three runs. 

The Blue Jays lost the first 
two games in Kansas City, too. 
But in Game 3 in Toronto, the 


hosts overcame a 1-0 deficit 
and rolled to an 11-8 victory. 

“We’ve been through a 
bunch of hurdles all year,” Blue 
Jays’ Chris Colabello said. “We 
were 7-1/2 games (back) at the 
deadlines. ... We had to claw 
back from that. We were down 
two games back in the division 
series and we clawed back from 
that. I’ll tell you what, we’re 
going to leave eveiything we 
have out there.”

1. Spread corn meal evenly on 
a plate and toss in salt, pep¬ 
per, chilli and parsley until it's all 
combined. Spread the mixture 
evenly on your plate.

Press the fish into the 
corn meal and turn over, press the 
other side into the corn meal. 

3. In a large pan, heat some 
vegetable oil to medium heat.
